NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—Mistaken 
views of education are so crowding 
the nation’s schools that costs are 
becoming prohibitive and must cer­ 
tainly bring about radical curtail­ 
ment, Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, presi­ 
dent of the Carnegie Foundation 
for the Advancement of Teaching,* 
declared in his annual report made 
public today. 
“The conception that the public 
school is an agency in which any 
child may be taught any subject,” 
he said, ‘‘is fundamentally unsound 
and leads to expense beyond any 
man’s ability to estimate. 
“If the demands of the schools 
continue to increase at the present 
rate the inability of society to pay 
the cost must bring about radical 
curtailments. The public school will 
be endangered unless its cost is 
brought within limits that the pub­ 
lic can bear, and unless it fulfills 
the primary* objects for which it 
exists. 
“The increase in eost is due part­ 
ly to increase jn numbers, the bet­ 
terment of facilities^ the improve­ 
ment of teachers’ salaries. Rut a 
large part of the increase is due 
to the fact that the school is no 
longer conceived of as primarly an 
intellectual agency, but as a means 
for learning something 
of - every 
form of knowledge, and for ac­ 
quiring a preparation for a trade or 
profession. i n the endeavor to do all 
this the public schools give a smat­ 
tering of many Jhings, weaken in­ 
tellectual discipline and increase ex­ 
pense enormously.” 
The report, takng up financial 
affairs, said $9,939,676 has been 
distributed during 17 years to l r 
020 persons in-retiring allowances 
and pensions. Of this $787,000, was 
made to former teachers of Har­ 
vard, $677,000 tp Yale; $592,000 
to Columbia; $460,000 to Cornell; 
the rest to 85 institutions. 
Present resources of the Corne- 
gie Foundation, the report declared, 
are $26,376,000, of which $15,192,-

termed a straight line extrapolation, 
has mainly its simplicity lo com­ 
mend it, for, when applied, errors 
of considerable size accumulate as 
changing conditions effect popula­ 
tion growth. For example, the of­ 
ficial method, showed a population 
for January I, 1920 nearly two mil­ 
lions greater than that given by 
the actual census count on that 
date. 
The method o>f procedure devised 
by the National Bureau of Economic 
Research to correct this diiiculty is 
relatively simple. 
The number of 
births and deaths have been esti­ 
mated for ©ach half year aud the 
increase of population due to excess 
of births over deaths has been cal­ 
culated. This amount has been cor­ 
rected by adding the excess of im­ 
migration over ©migration for each 
hall year.

In view of the growing interest 
in chicken raising, 
thought 
per­ 
haps Mrs. Xorrell’s method of feed­ 
ing baby chicks might be of Int* r- 
eet, since they have proved highly 
successful. 
Toe chicks are taken from the 
incubator about 24 hours after the 
eggs begin to 
hatch. 
The 
little 
spikes on the end of the bills used 
in breaking their way out bf the 
shell are 
then 
removed and 
the 
chickens placed in a warm brooder 
where they are kept for another 24 
hours. Plenty of clean gravel, grit 
and water is placed before them, 
taking care to put the water into 
some sort of vessel that the chicks 
cannot get into and get wet, foe 
getting we and chilled is almost 
certain death. After they have e a t­ 
en a moderate amount of the grit a 
hard boiled egg, mush* ii up shell 
and all, is fed to them. Give them 
all of this they can clean up three 
times 
a 
day. 
Baby 
scratch 
feed 
should then be given th**m in hop­ 
pers taking ia re that it is fresh. A 
box of dry mash like that fed to 
laying hens mixed with 
a 
little 
charcoal 
should 
be 
kept 
before 
them all the time. Also cornbread 
made with sour milk 
and 
eggs 
should be fed. Of course if one 
has plenty of buttermilk it should 
be fed also. If there is anything 
green growing, this should also be 
fed, and when the weather is warm 
they may be turned out occasional­ 
ly, but by all means set* that they 
do not get chilled. This feed should 
be kept up until they are large 
enough to eat other feeds, such os 
scratch 
feed 
prepared 
for 
large 
chickens. The multi thing in the 
care of baby chicks is plenty of 
warmth. Chilling 
will 
start 
all 
kinds of trouble at once. Of course 
this same feeding system 
applies 
as well to chicks hatched by a hen 
as to those hatch* 4 by an incu­ 
bator.

Growing Irish Potatoes 
(Rufus J. Nelson in Farm 
and Ranch) 
No garden is complete without 
Irish potatoes. The ordinary vege­ 
table garden usually contains about 
on*-third of the area in this crop 
and nQ other planting is apt to 
give as much food, nor to promise 
more under 
adverse 
conditions. 
Where large areas are devoted to 
Irish 
potatoes the custom is not 
to plant this crop in the garden, 
but plant a larger area for early 
use or for market. But the practice 
of planting potatoes in the garden 
for ‘girly use is n°t o jectionable, 
in 
fact 
it 
is a 
very satisfactory 
way to grow' th a n . 
The Irish potato likes a deep rich 
soil. lf the soil is thin but deep, 
then a heavy application of barn­ 
yard rn inure will increase the hu­ 
mus content and the plant food as 
well. Along with barnyard manure 
commercial fertilizer may also be 
used to cood advantage. The manu­ 
re sui plus the humus and enough 
nitrogen, provided the manure is 
good and 
a hr a w application 
is 
used. Acid phosophate and potas­ 
sium, if the I att* r can be had are 
economical to supplement the manu­ 
re. about 150 pounds of the former 
and 200 pounds of the latter to 
the drill, if these constituents of 
a fertilizer cannot be had a sup­ 
plement of a complete fertilizer may 
she used, that is, one containing the 
three constituents— hospliorlc 
acid, 
potash and nitrogen— say, 8-10-21, 
about 200 pounds to the acre 
in 
the drill. 
Thorough preparation of the soil 
is always advisable. 
This plant 
grows very rapidly under favorable 
conditions and matures before most 
vegetable crops. There should 
be 
plenty of plant food and moisture 
available. 
The 
fundamental 
thing 
is good soil preparation. 
Most gardeners and truck grow­ 
ers have their preferences for varie­ 
ties. The writer has his. For early 
talkie use or for quality and yield 
he plants Irish Cobbler. For fall 
planting there is rn* rit in Lookout 
Mountain and Peach Blow. 
But 
there are other good early varieties. 
Triumph is good, early, fairly pro­ 
lific, but somewhat subject to scab. 
The quality is not equal to Cob­ 
bler, in the writers’ opinion. Bur­ 
bank is fairly prolific, a very good 
keeper. Early Rose is <*arly, not 
equal to others named above for 
yield or quality. Rural New Yorker 
bears well; medium in quality, a 
good keeper, later than some others 
mentioned. 
In planting Irish potatoes remem­ 
ber how the potato bears tubers. 
All new tubers are borne above the 
parent 
tuber, 
hence 
plant 
deep, 
usually not less than six inches if 
the ground is in good condition. 
Furthermore, very 
early 
planting 
needs depth as a protection from 
cold weather. Planting may be done 
before 
the 
last 
frosts. 
Freezing 
weather sometimes kills Irish po­ 
tato plants but not often. One may 
risk the early garden patch quite 
early. 
In cutting it is the writer’s prac­ 
tice to divide a medium tuber into 
#>out four pieces. He has planted 
whole 
tubers but could 
not see 
that the plants grew' off any fas­ 
ter or bore any more timbers, though 
cutting the pieces too small and 
thin i» objectionable as the young 
plant may not get enough euaten- 
ace before tho roots can nourish

This does not mean 
that he speculates in wheat or corn 
or cotton on the exchanges, or in 
securities in the stock market, ll 
do*^ not even refer to his holding 
his cw'ii crop off the m arket on the 
chance of speculative rise later on. 
Tile farmer speculates in Nature 
products; 
weather, soil, seed, etc. 
lie does it involuntarily. He has to. 
No m erchant ever fills his shelves 
with the expectation or w'ith the 
probaoilily hanging over him that 
fire cr burglars will destroy all or 
a rsubstantial part of his goods be­ 
time he has had a chance to sell 
them. 
But the farmer puts, the seed in 
th*' ground with much labor, and 
«vt ry mome nt after the earth has 
clot»d over it, until his crop is in 
the barn, he has to contend, with 
possible and ever present destroy­ 
ers; 
with 
unfavorable 
planting 
weather, with defective seed, with 
plant diseases, and with the devas­ 
tation of insect and animal pests; 
with too much or too little mois­ 
ture -sn the ground; with late frost 
in 
the spring and early frost in 
the fall; with hot winds, hail, flood 
and destructive storms. 
Tliis is what the farmer is up' 
against. If be were doing his busi­ 
ness in the cities— if he were work­ 
ing night aud day in close rooms 
and offices full of vitiated air, and 
with such odds as these against him 
he never would survive. He would 
die or be driven out, by depression 
or by discouagement at the hundred 
ills that hover around him night 
and day. 
Only the oxygen and sunshine of 
his outdoor life, to blow away de­ 
pression and 
even 
fill 
him with 
hope and courage, keeps the farmer 
at his job. 
The Yearly Waste lh Torn Planting. 
In looking over the yearly reports 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
one can find the record of this haz­ 
ard of the crops which faces the 
business of farming every year. For 
instance, in the tables showing the 
production figures for corn in the 
last 
thirteen 
yeays, 
the 
average 
amount of corn harvested each year 
was 2,805,000,000 bushels. That is 
to say, the farmer sets out to raise 
IOO bushels of corn, and through 
the various causes of damage men­ 
tioned above, ii© never raises much 
over 
two-thirds of 
the 
potential 
crop. 
The average potential crop for 
each of thirteen years was 4,374,- 
000,000 bushels, but only 
2,800,-
